HOW TO REDUCE MILK 


PRODUCTION EXPENSE

Ex tensio n Dairy man, Pu rdu e 
Univ ersity 
Ev ery dairy man natu rally is 
v itally interested in redu cing the 
co st o f pro du cing milk. Lo wer­ 
ing co sts o r increasing the sell­ 
ing price hav e the same effect 
o n the dairy m an’s net pro fits — 
it increases them. 
Sev eral facto rs play an im­ 
po rtant part in reaching this 
mu ch so u ght after go al. 
The 
winter feeds are plentifu l and 
relativ ely cheap in relatio n to 
dairy pro du cts. 
Co nsequ ently 
dairy men who practice a feed­ 
ing and m anagem ent pro gram 
are in a relativ ely fav o rable 
co nditio n and can keep co st at a 
minimu m. The keeping o f feed 
and pro du ctio n reco rds o f each 
co w in the herd is the first step 
in this directio n. The fo llo wing 
po ints are im po rtant. 
(I) Large pro du ctio n per co w 
o v er a perio d o f y ears. Of all the 
facto rs influ encing the co st o f 
milk pro du ctio n this is the mo st 
im po rtant. No t o nly do es it in­ 
su re a go o dly inco me per ani­ 
mal bu t also redu ces the feed

Amo ng the fo o d so u rces o f Vi­ 
tamin D are egg y o lk, salmo n, 
sardines, bu tter. Co d-liv er o il is 
adv ised as a so u rce o f Vitamin 
D fo r children. Co d-liv er o il also 
co ntains Vitamin A, so is do u bly 
v alu able when o ther so u rces are 
deficient. 
Amo ng the fo o ds which are 
ex cellent wintertime so u rces o f 
Vitamin A are: egg y o lk, cream, 
bu tter, cheese, liv er, and in mo st 
cities, av ailable fresh v egetables 
are ex cellent so u rces. Canned 
fru its and v egetables are also 
go o d so u rces o f Vitamin 
A.

W ashington, Feb. IO (IP)—Sen­ 
ate leaders agreed to sidetrack 
the anti-ly nching filibu ster tem*- 
p orarily today in an effort to 
ru sh the hou se-ap p rov ed farm 
bill to th e W hite Hou se.

“The farm ers qre entitled to

know right away ,” Sm ith said, 
“w hat the adm inistration’s farm 
p lans for this y ear are.” 
Some senators, howev er, fore- I 
cast a p rolonged debate becau se 
op p onents w anted to send back 
the m easu re for fu rth er com­ 
m ittee rev ision. 
The p rogram is intended to 
regu late abnorm al su p p lies of 
w heat, corn, cotton, tobacco and 
rice, and to p rev ent wide flu ctu ­ 
ations in farm er income and 
consu m er p rices. 
Besides continu ing the soil 
conserv ation p rogram , it au th o r­ 
izes Secretary W allace to imp ose 
m arketing controls, which farm ­ 
ers m u st ap p rov e or reject, when 
there are indications of hu ge 
crop su rp lu ses.

As long as the stations do not greatly m ar the

So the observ ers say Van Nu y s’ 
mild attitu d e toward the Ju ne 
conv ention arises from his p ri­ 
v ate d ecision to ru n as an ind e­ 
p end ent if necessary ,

Others believ e Van Nu y s is 
steering 
a m id d le-of-the-road 
cou rse u ntil he can confer with 
Pau l V. McNu tt, high commis­ 
sioner to the Philip p ines,

here this month. Van Nu y s rec­ 
ognizes McNu tt as head of the 
Ind iana organization of his p ar­ 
ty .
